Palm Springs w ill benefit lo 
a great extent, directly and in ­ 
directly in a $4.212,000 highw ay 
development program in R ive r­ 
side county in the 1949-50 fiscal 
year it w as indicated today fo l­ 
lowing a m eeting al 
Riverside 
attended by E . Q. S u lliva n , d is­ 
trict highway engineer. 
O f the money ear marked by 
the slate public w orks depart­ 
ment 
for 
roads 
in 
Riverside 
county and affecting the county. 
$320,000 has been set aside for 
right-of-w ay purchases for re ­ 
alignm ents. 


MAJOR ITEM of im portance to 
the V illage Is the budgeting of 
$40.000 for surfacing Palm C an ­ 
yon drive from the north lim its 
to a point 3.2 m iles south of the 
city. 
Engineer S u lliv a n -sa id a ll of 
the projects ear m arked for the 
1949-50 budget 
can 
leg ally he 
started in A p ril, next year, and 
a ll of them would be finished by 
June 30. 1950. 


OTHER HIGHWAYS of im port­ 
ance to local m otorists included 
in ihe big budget for the county 
include Ihe converting of High 
w ay 99 from Beaumont to a point 
2.3 m iles east of Redlands into 
a four lane lim ited access free­ 
way'. Set aside for I his project is 
the sum of $1.904.000. 
Hopes of Ihe V illa g e that High 
w a y 99 would soon be converted 
in lo a four lane road a ll of H i p 
w ay from ihe junctio n to Indio 
anri 
thus relieve Palm Canyon 
drive of through tra ffic dimmed. 
The 1949-50 budget contains no 
provision for this but does carry 
a $269,000 item for rppaving por­ 
tions of a 13-mile stretch of 99 
from Garnet to Edom in its pres­ 
ent two-lane capacity.

DESERT ROADS, es 
p ecially H ighw ay 60, east from 
Indio, are allocated large sum s 
for needed im provernenls.

A CRITIC OF OUR PRESS w ho thought of h im self as a wit and w a s 
probably h alf rig ht, once said that Ihe average Am erican firm ly 
believes there are only two kinds of newspapers— bad ones, and 
the kind he would produce if only he were the editor. C riticism of 
1 our press is as natural to A m ericans as the rig ht to jeer the um pire. 
Hut in the wave of cynicism that follow s every great w ar there 
are scoffers w ho insist I hat our press no longer has purpose or 
m eaning. To Ihem the slogan. "Your right lo know is the key to a ll 
your liberties." adopted as the battle cry for N ational Newspaper 
Week in October, is only an em pty phrase. Perhaps the v a lid ity of 
i the statement can best be defended by citing a specific case. 
Am ericans have been concerned of late by the so-called "Iro n 
¡Curtain” erected by the Soviets around th eir own and satellite 
countries. The Iron C urtain is nothing more lhan a sealing off of 
the aiea from a ll exchange of inform ation or "intellig ence.” We 
have resented that barrier and have interpreted it as a deliberate 
insult hy the Com m unists. Yet as Professor Robert L . Reynolds of 
the U niversity of W isconsin history department told a conference 
of editors last sirring. Ihe Iron C urtain is at least 1.500 years old. 
It w as m aintained trot only by the Com m unists, but hy Ihe C zars 
and by Ihe o riginal Mongol invaders. Therp have hern iron cu rtain s 
in Jap an, C hina, or w herever governing control belongs to an e lite 
group. 


THE ONLY PEOPLE in any country who need an unlim ited e x ­ 
change of inform ation are those who t u Ip. In the USSR only a sm all, 
core of Ihe people have control of policy. T h e y need inform ation, 
and they get it through business agents, c iv il and m ilita ry attaches, 
and spies. But the vast m ajority of people havin g no voice in gov­ 
ernm ent. have no nped of such inform ation. Indeed 
such in fo r­ 
m ation m ay be dangerous, since it m ay w eaken the power of 
thp controlling group. 
In the United Slates the people rule — and since they are in 
rontrol of policy, they need, and get. inform ation. A g ain the cyn ic 
gives a faint curl of his upper lip. He points lo the Pendergasts. 
Hagues. Crum ps, and Hie long line of bosses w ho have m anipttlated 
the vote, and Jie declares that the rule of the people is only an 
illu sio n . There have been tim es, it is true, when popular so v­ 
ereignty appears to have broken down. But the proof of its strength 
is in its record. In spile of the w eaknesses of our system ir has 
proved superior to the most ruthless challeng ers. It has stood the 
test because in critica l 
tim es the people can reject unw orthy 
leaders. They may' not know for whom they' are voting, but they 
know in a crisis what they are voting ag ainst. No one can long 
flout public opinion in I his country. Pu blic opinion— the v oice of 
the people—is our ultim ate rule. 


SINCE THE PEOPLE rule in A m erica, they m ust have inform ation 
upon w hich to base opinion. T h is does not m ean m jlita ry secrets, 
diplom atic correspondence, or intelligence, w h ich , if made p u b lic, 
would endanger the people’s w elfare. It does include a ll in fo rm a­ 
tion necessary to help our rulers— Hie people—determ ine m atters 
of broad policy. O ur federal, state, and local governm ents m ig ht 
furnish th is inform ation, but it would lack va rie ty or view point andl 
quick dissem ination. Nor could it w rap th is inform ation in th e 
sugar coat of entertainm ent w hich carries Ih is essential intelligence 
in lo the home of alm ost a ll our rulers. O nly the press— now broad­ 
ened to include a ll com m unications agencies—can perform th is 
function so interestin gly and so efficie n tly. 
U ntil a more effective m eans of distrib uting Ih is v ita l in fo rm a­ 
tion can he devised, honest editors and publishers can look theii* 
fellow citizens squarely in the eye and say. “ Your right to knovsf 
is the key to a ll your liberties— and th at is m y business.".
